PUNT A ARENAS, Chile ‘Reuters I—Sir Francis Chichester 
has rounded Cape Horn, legendary graveyard of ships., in 
his 53-foot ketch and is headed for Britain, a pilot said 
Monday night 

Roberto Fuenznlida told reporters in this south Chilean 
port he sighted Chichester 20 miles east of the caixt and that 
the ketch. Gipsy Moth IV, was heading north tn the Atlantic. 

The pilot estimated winds in the area at 100 miles an 
hour. But there was no confirmation of that high figure 
from other sources. 

Chichester left Sydney, Australia, Jan. 29, on the 15,000- 
mile second stage of a voyage that started from Britain. He 
took 107 days on the 13,070-mile voyage to Australia. , 

The treacherous cape is the halfway point of his return 
voyage. 

Earlier Monday night, a Chilean navy spokesman said Sir 
Francis radioed the,,. Royal Navy frigate Projector that he 
was sailing around the cape. 

The pilot said the frigate was shadowing Gipsy Moth at 
a "prudent” distance as she passed the Horn. But he did 
not say how close it was.

Z\st Sails botanist 
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People’s Choice 

T HE ISSUE BETWEEN Great Britain and Spain 
over the ownership of Gibraltar is only compli¬ 
cated by the argument of General Francisco Franco's 
government in the cpntext of "decolonialization. ’ 
The Spanish government has made a great display of 
pious concern for the independence of the people of | 
Gibraltar. But indei>endenre is probably the last thing 
the Spaniard wants for motley i>eople of the Rock. 

He wants sovereignty, outright and complete. In 
effect all he desires is a Spanish flag in place of 
the Union Jack. This would in no way change the 
status of Gibraltar’s citizens. 

Moreover, that is not what the people themselves 
want. They are more than content to remain British 
subjects, colonial or not. And surely it is their inter¬ 
ests which should be considered when there is no 
legal reason for change. 

It is amply clear that under the terms of the 
Treaty of Utrecht, Gibraltar was coded to Britain in j 
perpetuitv, and for so long as the people want it that I 
wav they should lie entitled to continue in a happy I 
dependency, with generous British aid to bolster their 
economy. * For the Gibraltarians this is an entirely I 
satisfactory way of life, their livelihood guaranteed i 
for as long as the colony serves its present purpose, [ 
that of a military base and colorful tourist port. 

Spain is doing its cause no particular good by 
continuing a policy of frontier harassment by re¬ 
striction of travel and trade and in the light of the 
United Nations General Assembly resolution of De¬ 
cember 20, 3966, which called for continued nego¬ 
tiations “taking into account the interests of the 
people of the territory” it would appear the British 
position has been vindicated. 

Moreover, Spain has declined the British sugges¬ 
tion that the matter be determined by the Interna¬ 
tional Court at The Hague which leads to the belief 
that the government at Madrid has no very profound 
faith in the fairness of the position it has adopted 
nor in the judgment of an impartial tribunal. 
Meanwhile, the talks drag on. 

Small Incentive 

T HE PROVINCIAL government's legislation pro¬ 
viding for financial aid for victims of crime has 
turned out to be somj^ung less than might have 
been expected under tfff Heading. It provides not a j 
broad coverage, but only authority under the Muni¬ 
cipal Act for councils to award up to $5,000 com- ■ 
pensation for citizens killed or injured while helping 
the police or municipal officials in the performance j 
of their duties. 

This will mean that those who have the bravery 
and the sense of responsibility to render help when j 
it is needed will have at least a chance of recompense 
if they suffer harm as a result. But the legislation 
seems hardly likely to Increaa* the number of citizens I 
who will take a risk, for it provides no assurance of : 
just treatment. Most municipalities have extremely J 
tight budgets, and even a few thousand dollars can 
loom large particularly in the more lightly populated 
districts—apt to be also the more lightly policed. 

It would be far better had the government seen 
fit to establish a provincial fund from which persons 
harmed in rendering emergency services to others 
could be compensated. Unfortunately, giving the 
discretionary -power to municipalities to make such 
awards may only delay the day when that comes 
about. 


Star Attraction 

A T THE SUGGESTION of the centennial- society 
11 city council has undertaken to guarantee the 
$3,500 expense of a game between the touring Chelsea 
team, one of London’* topline professional soccer 
clubs, and the local O’Keefes team, itself currently 
favored to win the Pacific Coaat Soccer League and 
represent Canada In the Kennedy Cup tournament 
in May. 

The visit of the Chelsea club will be the high¬ 
light of the reopening of the refurbished, enlarged 
and greatly improved Royal Athletic Park which in 
its new guise will be of enhanced value to local sports 
and other events in general. 

The appearance here of Chelsea coincides with a 
marked upsurge of interest in North America in the 
game of soccer. This follows the large television 
audience which watched the broadcasts last summer 
of the World Cup competition held in England, which 
emerged as the new world champions of this universal 
sport. As a result the game has caught on as never 
before. 

Some 80 countries play soccer on national and 
International levels, and only in North America has 
it hitherto been of minor impact. The picture » 
changing, however. An official American-Canadian 
professional league has been formed—and an outlaw 
one as well—with plenty of financial backing, and 
It seems only a matter of a few short years before 
soccer becomes a serious rival to the present major 
Canadian and American sports, hockey, football and 
baseball. These are well entrenched as national 
games, but soccer is certain to make inroads on their 
hold of spectator support Especially as it will invite 
the participation of players of renown from other 
countries, and inevitably also promote the develop¬ 
ment of Canadian players to top-level professional 
standards. 

Meanwhile the visit of Chelsea to Victoria on 
May 29 is a star attraction for the rebuilt Royal 
Athletic Park. Nor need the city worry about its 
guarantee; the chances are that it won’t lose a nickel 
but instead make a profit.

Hutchins, head of the Centre 
for the Study of Democratic 
Institutions in Santa Barbara, 
Calif., said the problems of 
the university are merely 
typical of what he called the 
modern American multi¬ 
versity, which, he said, “is 
not merely a non-university, a 
pseudouniversity; it is an cry 
anti-university.” 

His criticism came in a 
speech to the convocation of 
the Univefsity of Chicago. 
Hutchins was president and 
chancellor at the University at 
Chicago from 1929 to 1951.

By its nature the multi¬ 
versity is in a constant state 
of civil war, with department 
fighting department, he 
charged. In the case of the 
Univ ersity of California, 
“when it is under severe 
pressure, the most skilful 
mediator In the world cannot 
keep it from falling apart." 

Hutchins concluded that the 
US. should try educating 
everyone 1 n six-year ele¬ 
mentary schools, three-year 
high schools and three-year 
colleges to the age of 18. After 
that, he said, the qualified 
could go on to a university to 
seek understanding.

Citv Estimates Hard to Cut 


Tax Picture Gloomy 


Jubenville

With estimated expenditures 
up by about SI.334.000. aldermen 
faced the apparently inusper- 
able task Monday of trying to 
hold the tax line even with last 
year’s 62.5 mills. 

They managed to scare about 
S42.000 off total fire department 
spending estimates of S954.190 in 
a morning session, but the big 
work of paring spending will 
continue ail this week. 

Estimates are up in all city 
departments, with public wrtrks 


leading the way with increases 
in ordinary expenditures of 
J87.320 and extraordinary (capi¬ 
tal) expenditures of $388,895. 

AM, HIGHER 

However, parks, police, fire 
and general government are all 
higher. At this moment the] 
possibility of a hefty increase in 
the tax rate seems more than a 
possibility. 

Major increases in revenue 
stemmed from the increase in 
taxable assessment in 1966 and 
a bocwt in the provincial per 
capita grant by reason of a 


normal increase in population. 

City Treasurer 3ames Bram- 
ley, key man at budget-cutting 
sessions, said that a mill this 
year will produce about $119,850 
tor the city's coffers, as com¬ 
pared to $116,130 last year. 
ASSESSMENT 

The increase in assessment 
would be about $4,000,000 In 
1967, the treasurer said. This 
figure compared unfavorably 
with the whopping $13,000,000 
which the assessment rolls 
jumoed in 1966 over 1965. 

The treasurer pointed out that 


school spending estimates had 
not been received. Although Mr. 
Bramley did not say so, it is 
expected that the taxation rate 
for education (23.2 mills in 1961) 
will be higher by reason of a 
massive education bill which 
may exceed the city's total 
budget of more than $15,000- 
000 . 

The city’s total wage bull will 
be higher this year by reason of 
additional staff and normal 
increment increases. It now 
stands at about $5,300,000, Mr. 
Bramley said.

Cosmos Is a native of tropical America, end like so rttitny 
plants which originated near ihc equator. It refused to bloom 
in the long days and short nights of our northern summers; It 
required the shortening days of fall to trigger the blooming 
imjHilse. 

The work of the plant breeders, therefore, has been 
directed to overcoming this defect and develop a plant which 
would start blooming In early midsummer and continue, tn 
bloom right through and weU into d>e autumn. This has born 
accomplished in the Early Sensation strain, and thia is on* tf 
the reasons why this Cosmos was chosen by the Canadian 
Seeds Trade Council as Canada's centennial flower.

As I mentioned before, the Early Sensation Cosmos is one 
of our taller plants, growing to about four feet in height, and 
with finely-cut, ferny foliage, rather like the okl-fashioned 
l-ove-in-a-Mist. But while Love-in-a-Mist buries its blue 
cornflower blooms Inside a cloud of foliage, the Cosmos 
carries its big daisy-like Bowers proudly on long, slender 
stems, well above the plant itself. The Cosmos. Incidentally, 
is singularly lovely and graceful as a cut flower for the 
house. 

The seeds I have for you are in a mixture known in the 
seed trade as a "formula mix." This means that rather than 
just a haphazard mixture considerable care has been 
expended to make sure every gift packet contains seeds of at 
least three or four different colors. Included tn the mixture 
are the varieties Dazzler, with very bright crimson flowers; 
Radiance, deep rose with a rich crimaon zone; Pinkie, a clear 
nwe pink, and Purity, a shining clear white flower.

The United Stair*: saviour 
of democracy in Vietnam, or 
butcher of innocent peasants? 

Both polos-a part views wove 
put forth at the start of the 
intomalional Seminar on 
Vietnam which he Ran Satur¬ 
day in Victoria. 

"We arc going to stay in 
Vietnam as long as it is 
necessary to protect the in¬ 
tegrity of the country," said 
Washington s Senator Henry 
Jackson. _

Professor Mordecai Bn 
berg of Simon Fraser Univer¬ 
sity had a different opinion of 
the U S. in Vietnam. 

"The Americans are 
engaged in a policy of sur¬ 
rounding villages, seizing the 
inhabitants, subjecting them 
to abrupt interrogation to find 
Viet Cong, executing these 
suspect, removing the people 
for what is euphemistically 
called resettlement, then bull¬ 
dozing the entire village " 

The seminar drew about 300 
people Saturday morning and 
afternoon in the auditorium of 
Lansduwne junior high school. 
It resumes at 1 p.m. today in 
the gymnasium of the Univer¬ 
sity of Victoria. 

I napologetic 

It has been organized by the 
Campus Committee for Peace 
in Vietnam, with financial 
support from the university 
student council. 

Senator Jackson opened the 
seminar with an unapologetic 
defence of the U S. record in 
A<ia. 

•'We have done more than 
anyone else to encourage and 
accelerate the processes of 
political, social and economic 
change that are shaking the 
old order of things around the 
globe." he said. 

“What we do champion is 
peaceful change; what we 
strenuously oppose is the 
revision of the status quo by 
aggression or neo-aggressk>n." 

The U.S. is seeking to 
create a balance of forces in 
Asia, t o counter Chinese 
aggression, he said. 

Major Role 

“If an equilibrium of forces 
Is to be created in Asia, the 
role of the United States must 
be major for some years 
ahead." 

Senator Jackson said* all 
Aslan nations except the 
Communist ones are swinging 
support behind the U.S., either 
openly or behind the scenes. 

Of the actual war. he said: 

"There is no other example. 
I believe, in military history 
of bombing operations, that 
have been conducted with 
equal restraint precision. 

“Of course souse civilian 
casualties have been inflicted, 
and we regret that, for we 
have no wish to make war on 
the people of North Vietnam. 

"The remarkable and gen¬ 
erally ignored fact is how few 
civilian casualties there have 
been and how little civilian 
damage has been done.” 

Bare Bones 

Prof. Breimberg, who had 
been scheduled to discuss 
Canadian participation in the 
war. spent most of his allotted 
time rebutting Senator Jack- 
«on. 

He said that the U.S., 
having failed to win a political 
victory in South Vietnam, is 
now trying to Impose a 
military one.

He said China didn't cross 
into North Korea until the late 
General Douglas MacArthur 
reached the Yalu River <the 
border between North Korea 
. am) Manchuria) and said he 
would pursue fleeing North 
Korean forces into China. 

Vietnam List 

Prof. Breimberg said Cana¬ 
dians remember names like 
Dunkirk and Dieppe, and 
Vietnamese are compiling 
their own lists of wartime 
place names. 

At Fu LI In North Vietnam, 
a tuberculosis sanatorium was 
bombed and destroyed. 

The town of Nom Din In 
North Vietnam, a silk and 
cotton manufacturing centre, 
has been bombed 51 times, he 
declared. 

Canadians and the Canadian 
government are directly in¬ 
volved in the destruction of 
Vietnam, he said. Canada is a 
major supplier of war 
material, said the professor. 


Applause indicated that the 
majority of the audience 
opposed the U.S. stance in 
Vietnam. Most questions were 
directed at Senator Jackson. 

The evening session ended 
at 9 :3Q after one full hour of 
intelligent questions, many 
directed to folk singer Joan 
Baez and her companion- 
colleague Ira Sandperl.

Other delegates on stage 
Included Toronto Minister 
Rev. Ray Hord, fiery anti- 
Vietnam advocate Dr. Gus¬ 
tavo Tolentino also front 
Toronto; Thomas Hayden and 
Rev. Stephen Fritchman, both 
from the U.S. 

Pacifist folk - singer Joan 
Baez told the 500-member 
evening audience, pre¬ 
dominantly anti-war. that she 
preferred not to sing at the 
session because It could be 
interpreted as a publicity 
stunt to sell records. 

After many requests to 
sing, she finally relented and 
sang one freedom song with¬ 
out a guitar and to the 
accompaniment of hand-clap¬ 
ping. 

One girl, aged about 18, was 
heard to say as she whs 
walking out the door at the 
end of the impromtu end-of- 
s ess ion talk and concert, "She 
sort of makes you feel better 
at life, doesn't she." 


*Much Worse’ 
Atrocities 
By Canadians 


"Don't wave pictures in my 
face. I can show you much 
worse pictures, of Canadian 
atrocities in World War Two." 

"All wars are rotten.” 

Historian Dr. Laurence Ev¬ 
ans, a professor at Simon 
Fraser University, threw, out 
this statement to 300 listeners 
Saturday afternoon during the 
International Seminar on Viet¬ 
nam. As many as 500 heard 
the evening session. 

Dr. Evans, who came under 
fierce questioning for his de¬ 
fence of the U.S. stand in Viet¬ 
nam. made the remark after 
declaring: 


"The only possible excuse 
for a war is that the alterna¬ 
tive is worse." 

Dr. Evans did not specify 
what Canadian atrocities he 
w as referring to. but later said 
_ that Royal Air Force bomber* 
killed 40.000 children in Leip¬ 
zig. 

Hec#md the U.S. is involved 
in Vietnam "for the same rea¬ 
sons that Canada was involved 
in the Second World War. 

"To me, all dictatorships 
are the same. I don't like 
Communists any more than I 
liked Nazis." 

"There is a double standard 


here." he said, referring to 
entile* of U.S. ]wlicy. 

Thomas Hayden, an organ- 
-Izer of Students for a Demo 
erafic Society, strode to the 
njicrojibone from his platform 
seat and said: 

"The issue is that Ameri¬ 
cans are massacring peojdc in 
Vietnam and 1 plan to con¬ 
tinue. It's very simple to the 
majority of people in the 
world.” 

This brought from Dr. 
Evans his remark about all 
wars Iteing rotten and his alle¬ 
gation of Canadian atrocities.
